at Place Abducters Designated, Boy 


was Later Returned to His Home

thousand dollars in gold was the price 
paid for Edward D. Cudahy, Jr, 15, 
abducted by a gang of kidnappers 
Tuesday night, by his lather the mil- 
lionaire packer and head of the Cudahy 
packing company. 


An anonymous letter yesterday sup- ) 


ported tho fear of the family that the 
boy had been kidnapped. It was in 
substance: 
, 


"E. A. Cudahy: Tour ston is safe. We 


have him and will take good care of 
him and will return him to you in con- 
sideration of the payment of $25,000. 
"We mean business. 
JACK." 


Yesterday, about noon, and several 


hours after a Jeter had been left on 
the lawn of the Cudahy residence, an- 
other missive was delivered to the 
Cudahy residence. • It came through 
the mails, and contained a proposition 
to return the boy safe and unharmed 
provided the sum of $25,000 be paid that 
night 


In the letter^was full directions as 


to where the money was to be left and 
the assurance given *hat the missing 
boy would be allowed to return home 
within a few hours of the time when 
the cash was received. 


Consultation was held, the matter 


gone over in details, and plans dis- 
cussed for capturing the bandits when 
they should make their appearance at 
the rendezvous designated. But one 
after another of these plans 
were 


dropped as impracticable. 


Finally, impelled by the strain under 


which the entire household was labor- 
ing, Cudahy decided to comply witth 
the terms offered for the ransom of his 
eon. A trusted messenger, sworn to 
secrecy, was sent for the money which 
was brtought to the Cudahy residence. 


After dinner CudP.hy had one of his 
horses harnessed to a light buggy, and 
taking the money with him, left alone 
for the designated place at which the 
money was to be left. In the buggy he 
cairied a red lantern . He drove five 
niiles west 'on the Sherman avenue road 
until he came to a white lantern hang- 
ing on a short stick beside the road. 
Alighting from his buggy Cudahy de- 
posited the sack containing the money 
near the stick bearing the white light. 
Then without seeing anyone, he return- 
ed home. 


In the meantime the abductors had 


seen the red light coming up the road 
at rt as soon as the buggy disappeared 
they took away the money and pre- 
pai ed to keep faith with the father. The 
boy was bundled into a cab and set 
down close by his father's- house about 
one o'clock this morning. Where he 
had been he was unable to say. But 
he nearly c'ould estimate, having been 
taken five miles *outh of South Omaha. 


The cunning of the gang and the 


thorough knowledge of the geography 
of the city was evinced in the plans 
they laid. Ctose by the place where 
C udahy was directed to leave the ran- 
som JOT his son, the river approaches 
the ii ad, and it is supposed the men 
w'ere on the watch for the millionaire, 
and saw the red light from a boat. As 
toon as he had driven away they sat- 
isfied themselves that no person was

There is absolutely no clue to the 


identity of the men. Whether young 
Cudahy may be able to give informa- 
tion that will lead to their capture is 
n'ol yet known.

Washington 


Washington, Dec. 20.—Interest at the 


•enate end of the Capitol centres iu the 
voting on the Hay-Pauucet'ote treaty 
at 8 o'clock this arternoou.

servative sentiment is eald to be grow- 
ing, but how much that maj mean is 
a doubtful question.

for the treaty claim that they have on 
a careful poll a safe majority, two more 
than necessary being the confident pre- 
diction for the treaty with the two 
amendment!). 


Yesterday's executive session of the 


•enate demonstrated that tlie discus- 
sion of the treaty by that body is prac- 
tically exhausted, and that the senate 
Is ready for the v«te. When, upon Sen- 
Stator Lodge's motion, the doors were 
closed yesterday, aric* he called up ths 
treaty, no senator evinced a desire to 
speak upon it. 


Without waking any special-request 


for speakers, Mr. Lodge asked the sen. 
ate to take up the treaty with Spain, 
providing for the cession to the United 
States of the Philippine islands of 
Sibutn and Cagayan, Sulu, and their de- 
pendencies, iu consideration of th« 
payment to Spain of ?100,000. 
Ob- 


jection to this request was made by 
Mesurs. Hear, Wellington and Bacon, 
and Senator Lodge, with tht- hope of re- 
moving the objections made, went into 
a brief explanation of the terms of the 
Be«otiatlo«fl. 
He explained that the 


islands are- comprised in the Philippine 
group and said they were supposed to 
have been ceded by Spain in the Paris 
treaty and the United Slates had taken 
yossession of the Islands under this sup- 
position. 
It was soon found, however, 


that the definite line of our acquisition 
fixed by the treaty cut both of them out. 
It is a rule of law, he explained, that a 
definite boundary description always 
E'jperseded an indefinite description. 
Hence, in order to leave no doubt of. 
our ownership, the treaty for the ces- 
sion of these islands had been nego- 
tiated, and he believed that the United 
States would be saved trouble in the 
future by consummating the bargain. 


Senator Hoar said he should like to 


have more time to consider the ques- 
tion, and (Senator Bacon said that, not- 
withstanding he lit a member of the 
committee on foreign relations, he had 
not been presout v.'hen a report upon 
the treaty was authorized. He,-there- 
fore, would appreciate further oppor- 
tunity to RO over The dociiment.

ing. It dented that its so-called exclu- 
sive contracts were in violation of the 
laws, either of the United States1, of the 
state Of Illinois, or the state of Mis- 
souri. 


The opinion sustains the Associated 


Press at every point. It holds that the 
Associated is not a monopoly and that 
it does not violate the anti-trust laws 
of Missouri. Further than this, it could 
n'ot go, holding' that the anti-trust laws 
of Illinois were not in force outside of 
that state, and that the anti-trust laws 
of the-United States was to be construed 
by and enforced in the courts of the 
United States. Petitions for mandamus 
against the Associated Presa were pre- 
sented to the supreme court at Spring- 
field, 111., yesterday by the Denver Post, 
the New York Evening Journal and the 
Chicago American. 
Each 
petitioner 


contends that he is suffering irrepar- 
able damage by reason of inability to 
obtain the news service of the Asso- 
ciated Press."

A suicidal policy of exclusion

would be likely to show that the re- 
publicans are far from being in the 
strong majority that has been their 
proud position up till the present time. 
North Ad?,ms has grown surprisingly 
in a few years, and those who arrogate 
to themselves the leadership of the re- 
rublicans h-ave failed to make due al- 
lowance for this and have miserably 
failed to adjust themselves to the new 
conditions. 


We cannot have a successful repub- 


lican party in North A'dams unless the 
party becomes truly democratic in 
character and maintains itself so. At 
present the republican party is far 
from being this. It is made up of an 
aristocratic center which has little use 
for anybody outside of its 
charmed 


circle unless he is willing to attach 
himself to the rim as a voter and will 
ask no questions. What we here state 
has been amply illustrated in the re- 
rent state and municipal campaigns. In 
these campaigns it was impossible for 
the so-called leaders and heads of the 
alleged republican organization to go 
among the people and stir up enthu- 
siasm for republican candidates. The 
fact is, these so-called leaders and 
heads do not know the people, consult 
the people rarely «ver, and ignore the 
existence of the people except on yearly 
occasions when votes -are need-ed.

'SPA PERI 


Declared to Hare Led to th« Culmi- 


nation of Democratic Woe—Victor} 
Is Predicted With a Return to Time- 
Honored Principles 


Philadelphia, Dec. 20.—This week'i 


Issue of The Saturday evening Post ol 
Philadelphia contains an extended ar- 
ticle by former President Cleveland 
on the plight of tbe Democracy and the 
remedy. 
Mr. Cleveland begins by re- 


viewing the history of the party and h« 
discusses its defects since 1864 in de- 
tail, la talcing up the question of tht 
present condition of the Democracy, ht 
says that tbe success of the part}- in 
1892 
was so decisive and overwhelming 


that a long continuance of its suprem- 
acy was anticipated. Then came "tht 
fallacy of free silver and Populism." 


Mr. Cleveland proceeds as follows' 


"The culmination of Democratic wo« 
was reached when its compact with 
these uu-Oemocratic forces was com- 
plete and when our rank and file were 
summoned to do battle under banners 
which bore strange symbols and were 
held aloft iu unfamiliar bands. 
Th< 


result of such a betrayal was fore- 
doomed. 
This abandonment of the 


principles of true Democracy, this con- 
temptuous disobedience of its traditions 
and this deliberate violation of the law 
of its strength and vigor, were, by a de- 
cree as inexorable as those .of fate, fol- 
lowed by the inevitable punishment of 
stunning, staggering defeat. 


"The disaster of 1872, invited by sim- 


ilar mad adventure, was quickly fol- 
lowed by a return to the professions ami 
practices of sane Democracy. But th« 
extent and persistency of our wander- 
ings In 1896 is illustrated in a most 
astounding way by th« command, Is- 
sued on tbe day of oar rout and dis- 
comfiture, that a second battle should 
be fought on the same field, with the 
same false war cries and the same lead- 
ership that bad brought us to the sur- 
rounding gloom of defeat." 


Again, he says: "Thus In 1900, the 


lesson of ISftG was contemptuously re 
•Jected, and every hope of Democratic 
success was wilfully cast aside. Again 
onr long suffering rank and file, whose 
loyalty and obedience1 deserved better 
things, were sacrificed in a cause theirs 
only In name; and again it was demon- 
strated, but more clearly than ever be- 
fore, that the only forces that can win 
Democratic success are adherence to 
recognized Democratic principles and 
reliance upon Democratic councils and 
leadership. 


"Why should we not return to these 


and in their name again achieve-vic- 
tories no less glorious aud renowned 
than were ours iu the days of courage* 
ous advocacy 
of our time-honored 


faith? 
As new conditions arise our 


principles must be applied to them, but 
In the creed that has guided us through 
a century of party existence we shall 
find tbe key to every such application; 
nor shall we need the lexicon o& Popu- 
lism to aid us in interpreting 
this 


creed." 


Mr. Cleveland touches in turn on 


free silver and the federal courts, and 
believes 
that true Democrats are 


against condemning "the general gov- 
ernment for protecting Itself in the ex- 
ercise of its functions against violent 
obstruction within a state." 


He preaches the return of Democracy 


to its old faith, saying: "Sincere Demo- 
crats realize that the situation of tho 
party needs repair. Reorganization is 
not necessary, but a return from our 
wandering Is absolutely essential. We 
are dealing with the condition of a 
party that cannot be destroyed by ex- 
ternal foes; and since its ruin can ba 
wrought only from within, it should be 
Imperishable. 
Above all things, there 


should be a manly renunciation and 
avoidance of undue sectional control. 
Democracy will not operate efficiently 
on sectional lines. 


"There Is much for us to do, and the 


future is full of Democratic duty and 
opportunity. 
Our fighting forces \vill 


respond listlessly and falteringly 
If 


summoned to a third defeat in a strange 
cause, but if they hear the rallying call 
of true Democracy they will gather fof 
battle with old-time Democratic en- 
thusiasm aud courage. 


"If I should attempt to epitomize what 


I have written by suggesting a plan for 
the rehabilitation and restoration of 
true Democracy, I should embody it in 
these words: 


"Give the rank and file a chance."

I have 
received both your Utters, but I have 
been in the hos; § al for six -fr««ks with 
fever. I could have -rvntten b*for», but 
I aia net have any papar with me and 
thoy are v«ry careful you don't do only 
what they say -when you are side. I 
was getting two and three lea batha 
dally and am all right now. The rainy 
season Is nearly over or •will be In a 
few -weeks mor«. I hope I •will b« In 
some other climate •when next rainy 
season starts. Th»re are lots of sold- 
iers here now; the volunteers are going 
to start home next month. 
As soon as election is over you will 


hear of lots of fighting in the Philip- 
pines. There is lots o* It now. 


My company has moved from the 


city to Ctorrljador Island. It Is 25 
miles eut of the bay, just at the en- 
trance to the harbor and is a small 
island four mijes long and about as 
wide. Th»re Is a large hospital there 
and a town o9 200 natives There is a 
lighthouse and there was also a big 
fort, tout Deway blew it to pieces. The 
old Spanish boats he sunk He thsre 
also, 
We were in the city doing duty, but 


the company jot so small that we had 
to change stations- We only have got 
about 40 well men out of 128. 


We would ha^e gone to China if there 


had not been BO many sick in the r&£l. 
ment and half of the officers were back 
in the United States. "We are doing the 


duty the 14th \\ ere doing- and will have 
to go back on the lines if they come 
back from China. The hot season will 
be here m two more weeics and you will 
be freezing while I am taking ice bath* 
We have a dry, hot season, a hot wet 
season and winter is the rainy season.

Cenfeiied. Sent to Jail 


Two Important arrests were made 


last night, when Alfred Spry was tak. 
en into custody, by Captain Parrow and 
John Pierce was landed at the police 
station by Officer Bowes. The charges 
were larceny, and while the officers 
were satisfied that they had the right 


men, 
all doubt was speedily removed 


by a full an3 free confession on the 
part of the prisoners. 


The police were notified Monday eve- 


ning that two fur robes had been stolen 
from wagons in front of Gerry's black- 
smith shop on Marshall street. One be- 
longed to E. R. Porter and the other 
to W- H. Freeman. The horses had 
been lo-ft at the chop to be shod arid 
the robes were taken \vhile the wagons 
stood near the 
shop Mr. Porter's 


horse was taken to the shop by his 
driver, H- P. Young, who w°nt away 
while the shoeing was being done, and 
when he returned the robe was mis. 
sing. He infl-»rmed 
Mr. Gerry 
and 


learned that Mr. Freeman's robe had 
also been taken. Mr- Gerry tfiought 
nothing could be done about it and 
offered to pay for the robes, but ss 
soon as Mr- Young reported the loss 
to Air- Porter the latter went to the 
police station and laid the matter be. 
fore Chief Dinnesn, with the result 
that steps were promptly taken to 
catch the thieves and to recover the 
property if i possible. 


The efforts of the officers were very 


successful. The facts -were gradually 
developed and matters were brousRt 
to a head last night as stated a,bove. 
The m'n were arrested between 9 and 
10 o'clock. Spry was found by Captain 
Parrow in a small store on West Main 
street, where he was trying to dispose 
of a box of biscuits that had just been 
stolen from M. Cavanough's store on 
Main street. He was taken directly to 
the police station, and on the way to 
that place he confessed his crime. The 
arrest of Pierce was called HOT, and a 
little later he was found 
on State 


street and taken In by Officer Bowes. 


Mr. Porter's robe was recovered at 


a house on Furnace hill, and the police 
have a trace of Mr. Freeman's robe and 
hope to secure it. It was learned that 
12 pairs of trou?»-s were stolen from 
Jacob Katz's Ftore on Marshall street 
Saturday night, and a search for these 
was begun. Six pairs were found In 
the house of an Armenian in "Little 
Italy" on State street. Tie Armenian 
said he bought them of the men who 
were arrested- He acted rather queerly 
and claimed he could not remember 
what he paid for them, and the offic- 
ers we're suspicious .that he knew they 
were stolen property -when he bought 
them. They believe this sort of busi- 
ness has been zoing on for some time, 
property being stolen by certain parties 
and turned over to others 'to be dis- 
posed ofl. 


Pierce and Spry have records, they 


having served time before for stealing. 
In addition to confessing the crimes 
with which theiy were charged they ad. 
mltted that they recently broke into a 
coop on Furnace hill and stole 10 fowls. 
A 20-pound box of cakes stolen by 
them was also found this morning at 
The home of an Armenian on "Furnace 
hill- 


In court this morning both men 


pleaded guilty and were sentenced to 
one year each in the house of correc- 
tion. The officers deserve much credit 
for the skillful way in which they 
worked this matter up after the theft 
of the robes was reported, to them. Mr. 
Cavanough did not know that he had 
lost a box of biscuits "till the property 
had been recovered and he was inflorm- 
ed o^ the fact by Captain Parrow.
